tee in each county to 
Investigate 
what Is being charged for retail ne­ 
cessities and if in excess of what the 
committee considers just, to publish 
a Hat of fair prices for the guidance 
of the public.

This Is the "extra legal" means of 
reaching profiteering which Mr. P a l­ 
mer recently Indicated 
was under 
consideration. 
He has frankly ad­ 
mitted from the start that there was 
no means to prosecute directly a man 
guilty of extortion In prices.

consumer will have to Is* disciplined 
by public sentiment, which officials 
have no doubt la sufficiently alert to 
the situation now to act vigorously. 
Hoarders can be reached through 
the war time food laws or the Sher­

transmit to him any

}reat Philanthropist and Successful 
Business Man Ends Earthly 
Career at 7 O'clock Today 


Lenox, Mas3„

Andrew 
Carnegie died at his summer home 
here shortly after seven o’clock this 
morning, the cause 
was bronchial 
pneumonia. 
A statement issued by 
his physicians said; "Andrew Carne­ 
gie died shortly after seven o'clock 
this morning." 
Further details were 
not forthcoming. 
During the early part of the war 
which came as a shock and shattered 
his ideals he bogan to fail and there- 
ifter appeared very seldom In public. 
He was in the care of physicians con­ 
tinually. 
Owing to feeble condition 
he has taken no part in public a f­ 
fairs since 1915. 
Andrew Carnegie, 
probably best 
known 
to Americans 
through 
the 
lumcrritis libraries and other institu­ 
tions he built or aided throughout 
the United States, was horn at Dun­ 
fermline, Fifeshlre, Scotland. Nov. 25 
1 835. 
He came to America with his 
mily in 1 848 settling In Pittsburg. 
Carnegie 
entered 
the industrial 
world as a weaver’s assistant in a col­ 
on factory in Allegheny. Pa., when a 
very young boy. 
He became a tele- 
rapli messenger lw»y at Pittsburg I ii 
1851. 
Learning telegraphy, he became an 
iperator. and was rapidly promoted 
to managership of the Pittsburg di- 
ision of the Ohio Telegraph Co. Then 
he went into the manufacture 
e<f 
leeping cars with T. T. Woodruff, in ­ 
ventor. 
He saved his earnings and 
invested them wisely in oil lands. 
Successively he w as supei intendcnt 
>f railw ays and telegraph Mn** in the 
Fast for the government during the 
Ivi! war, head of several iron works 
ifter the war, head of the Carnegie 
lie* I Cli., and one of the moving gen­ 
uses of the big merger that produced 


Nicholas Misu ic the most distin 
guished living Roumanian diplomatist. 
He has served his country for many 
years in Balkan capitals and in Lon­ 
don. 
He negotiated with the British 
government the part Roumania was to 
play in the world war.

With the exception of the recent 
demobilization troubles, mutinous dem­ 
onstrations by soldiers of the British 
army have been, happily, rare in mod­ 
ern times, though they were not by 
tiny tnenns infrequent In the had cid 
duyt of the lash and the triangle. 
One t*f the moat serious of these out­ 
breaks was that which occurred in the 
Black Watch, over IOO year* ago, in 
connection with which three men were 
shot In the moat of the tower of lo n ­ 
don. 
The duke of Wellington had to deal, 
too, with several pf pilose outbreaks 
during the Peninsular w*nr, and 
hi* 
methods, 
for

most part, were 
equally drastic. 
It was his way, however, to deal 
lightly with mere |>etulant outbursts. 
Til uh. when the Twelfth Lancers mis­ 
behaved in Ila* su tinner of 1812 by re­ 
filin g to turn out for church parade, 
he decns*() that the enfin* regiment 
should be paraded every evening ut IO 
o’clock, and stand at attention during 
the playing of five hymns by tin* band. 
No limit was set to the duration of 
the order, and the custom, n* It event­ 
ually became, was continued up to 
1012, when It was abolished, aft»*r 
having lasted exactly BM) years. 
Fsr more serious notice was taken 
by the authorities of a mutiny which 
broke out among the Nineteenth Hus­ 
sars at the t armill camp in Novem­ 
ber, I STT. 
The trouble began through 
discontent with certain officers in con­ 
nection with extra duty. 
No fewer 
than 73 of the malcontents were ar­ 
rest cd and 
tried 
before 
a 
general 
courtmartial, 
the sentences 
ranging 
from five to eight years* penal servi­ 
tude. 
Very tragic was the outcome of a 
mutiny which broke out among the 
garrison of Malta In April. IMH. The 
malcontents seized Fort Ricasoll. over­ 
looking the grand harbor, where they 
were besieged Ny loyal troojNi. 
Event­ 
ually, rather than surrender, they fired 
the magazine and all perished. 
1‘robably, however, the most danger­ 
ous Instance of wholesale disaffection 
occurred in 3839 among Hie Brit'sh 
troops then serving In India. 
The 
disaffected men hail enlisted to serve 
in the Old East India company. 
Yet, 
witcn the company ('eased to exist, 
those men, by a strobe of the pen. 
were Incorporated Into the regular 
British army. 
They objected, and regiment after 
regiment refused to obey orders.

GENERAL LABOR NOTES 


Over 70,000 Belgians have been re­ 
patriated from England, but there are 
still 100,000 who want to stay, accord­ 
ing to home office figures. British la­ 
bor unions object. 
Eleven hundred machinists, tool and 
die makers on a strike and locked out 
from a score of shops, w ent back to 
work at Chicago. They were granted 
their demands for the union scule of 
wages and hours. 
District President Kennedy of the 
United Mine Workers announced lit 
Hazleton, Pa., that the convention of 
the anthracite district will be held on 
August 19, when the delegates will 
frame the new demands to be made on 
the operators at the expiration of tho 
present wage agreement, which runs 
to April I, 1920. 
The strike or lockout of OOO em­ 
ployes of the Hamilton Beach Shoe 
company Is settled and the factory 
at Racine, Wls., Is again open. Fred 
Osius, president of the company, said 
that the strike had been settled mid 
that the company had granted every 
demand of the employees. 
The labor 
dispute started In April. 
Samuel Compere' 
salary as presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, despite his vigorous protest, 
was raised from $7,500 to $10,000 a 
year. 
In voting against the Increase 
of his own sulnry, Mr. (lumpers stated 
to the convention that enemies of la­ 
bor had made his salary the subject 
of criticism while he was In Europe, 
classing birn with millionaires. 
The uinount of 
unemployment 
lit 
Crest Britain Is still serious. 
Accord­ 
ing to the latest figures given iii the 
Labor Gazette, at the end of March, 
there remained lodgisl tit employment 
exchanges 1,000,24ft out of work, dona­ 
tion policies, 519,047 of which were 
those of women and girls. 
And these 
figures, of course, only represent lrirt 
of the unemployment In the country. 
A hill limiting work aboard all pub­ 
lic and private vessels to eight hours 
a day of forty-eight hours a week 
was adopted by the French chamber 
of deputies. 
During the debate sev­ 
eral deputies expressed the wish that 
negotiations 
he 
opened 
with 
other 
powers to enact similar legislation for 
their 
seamen 
on 
the 
ground 
that 
France would be handicapped lf she 
were the only one to have eight hours. 
The government promised to begin 
negotiations. 
An amicable adjustm ent of labor 
troubles between cotton milt owners 
and 
operatives 
at Charlotte, N. C\. 
which had existed for ten weeks, h as 
resulted In the return of the em ­ 
ployees 
to 
work. 
Mill 
operatives 
went on strike at Charlotte and Con­ 
cord, and a walkout was Imminent at 
Annapolis when the settlement was 
reached. 
The mills were r i p e n e d on 
the “open shop*’ basis, and in future 
no discrimination will he made against 
union operatives. 
The A.* F. of L. convention rejected 
a proposal that organized labor fat or 
extension of the civil service to all 
employees of the federal government, 
on the ground that such a system 
would lend to a transfer “from u re­ 
publican form of government to a bu­ 
reaucratic form of government/* 
The tailor faction of Montreal was 
successful for the flcst time in elect­ 
ing candidates to the new house, which 
will contain seventy liberals, nine con­ 
servatives and two labor party mem­ 
bers. 
Thirty-two members of the Clgnr- 
m akers’ union were fined or sentenced 
to Jail at Chicago for violating an In­ 
junction Issued by Judge Dents E. I 
Sullivan of the superior court of Cook ; 
county. 
British dressm akers arc to get f i t 
for a 48-hour week, under the n w | 
agreement 
with 
employers. 
Similar 
wages ore paid even when tho work- 
done does not take 48 hours. 
Nurses 
also have established a 48 hour week. 
Iu England nurses are paid $‘-50 a 
year and have special allowances for 
a uniform, lodging with food being 
provided.
